STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 
OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Borough  of  Colne  is  well  situated,  healthy,  and  in  excellent 
natural  surroundings.  It  is  600  ft.  to  800  ft.  above  sea  level.  There  is 
good  natural  drainage  and  a plentiful  water  supply. 

The  chief  industries  of  the  area  are  Cotton  and  Rayon  Manufactur- 
ing, Engineering,  Distributive  Trades,  Leather  Tanning,  Building,  and 
Miscellaneous  Trades. 

The  industrial  population  in  July,  1947,  numbered  9033,  including 
5,1 51  men,  351  boys,  3,149  women,  and  382  girls.  Forty-two  persons  were 
unemployed  on  8th  December,  1947.

I'his  is  a decrease  of  ii  per  1,000  on  the  figure  for  1946,  and  is  fifteen 
per  1,000  less  than  the  rate  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

VITAL  STATIS'I  ICS. 

Births. — The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
422.  Of  these,  209  w'ere  males  and  213  females.  The  birth  rate  per 
t,ooo  of  the  population  is  20.7  and  is  an  increase  of  2.3  on  the  previous 
year,  and  5.5  on  the  average  rate  for  the  last  five  years. 


Still  Births. — The  still  birth  rate  is  almost  identical  with  that  of 
the  country  as  a whole.  There  is  still  great  need  for  the  number  of 
Health  Visitors  being  increased  in  order  to  undertake  investigations  of 
still  birth  causes,  and  to  instruct  mothers  in  health  matters. 


Deaths. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  318  of  which  159 
were  males  and  159  females.  The  death  rate  is  15.6  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population,  representing  an  increase  of  i.i  on  the  previous  year.

The  Ambulance  facilities  provided  are  adequate  for  the 
need  of  the  district. 


The  Colne  Corporation  give  financial  support  to  the  St. 
John  Ambulance  Association,  whereby  a full-time  service  is 
made  available  to  the  public  for  medical  and  accident  cases. 


During  the  year  617  calls  were  received,  involving  a mile- 
age of  6558  miles.  Thirty-one  of  these  were  accident  cases, 
the  rest  being  medical  or  surgical. 

For  the  removal  of  infectious  cases  the  Burnley  and 
District  Joint  Plospital  Board  supply  the  necessary  services 
for  Colne.

The  Hospital 
IS  admirably  situated  and  most  efficiently  equipped  and  staffed 
as  a voluntary  general  hospital.

MOTHERS,  ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS.  AND  FIOMELESS 

INFANTS. 

Unmarried  mothers  are  admitted  to  the  Municipal  Mat- 
ernity Home  in  Colne.  They  may  also  be  admitted  to  the 
Bank  Hall  Maternity  Home,  Burnley. 

Illegitimate  infants  and  homeless  children  as  well  as  un- 
married mothers,  are  provided  for,  through  the  auspices  of  the 
Public  Assistance  Committee  and  the  House  of  Help,  Burnley. 

INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOP  THE  CARE  OE 
MENTAL  DEFECTIVES. 

There  is  serious  lack  of  provision  for  Mental  Deficiency. 
Since  the  closure  of  the  Stanley  Street  Mental  Welfare  School 
in  Colne,  Colne  cases  just  simply  run  the  streets. 

2.  (i)  MATERNITY  SERVICES. 

THE  COLNE  MATERNAL  CARE  SCPIEME. 

The  Scheme  herewith  described  has  Oeen  adhered  to  in  all 
its  details. 

The  Scheme  co-ordinates  all  agencies  working  in  Colne 
for  the  care  of  mothers,  makes  it  possible  for  all  Colne 
mothers  to  obtain  adequate  medical  and  nursing  supervision 
before,  during  and  after  childbirth. 

It  has  for  its  object  the  reduction  of  ill-health,  and  the 
prevention  of  loss  of  life  following  upon  childbirth. 

The  general  Practitioners  of  Colne  undertake  the  super- 
vision of  their  own  patients,  and  have  the  services  of  a Con- 
sultant Obstetric  Specialist  and  a Dental  Surgeon,  the  whole 
scheme  being  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  Ante-natal  and  post-natal  Clinics  are  conducted  at 
the  ante-natal  deparment  of  the  Christiana  Plartley  Mater- 
nity Home  in  Barrowford  Road,  by  the  Medical  Practitioners, 
Municipal  Midwives,  and  the  Matron  of  the  Home. 

The  advantages  of  the  Scheme  are  available  for  patients, 
whether  or  not  they  are  to  be  confined  at  the  Maternity 
Home,  and  whether  or  not  they  have  engaged  a doctor  for 
the  confinement. 
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The  Scheme  has  been  extended  by  the  provision  of  an 
Emergency  Unit.  This  was  thought  to  l)c  necessary  in  order 
to  deal  with  emergency  arising  in  a patient’s  home. 

To  complete  the  Unit  a panel  of  blood  donors  has  been 
formed  and  also  a small  panel  of  Rh  Negative  donors. 

ANTE-NATAL  AND  POST-NATAL  CARE. 

Ante-natal  care  and  post-natal  care  form  an  important 
part  of  the  Scheme,  and  this  is  undertaken  by  the  patient’s 
own  doctor,  at  no  charge  to  the  patient.  The  Health  Visitors 
attend  the  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Clinics  and  co-ordinate 
the  work  of  the  Maternity  Home  and  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centre.  They  make  frequent  home  visits  to  keep  in 
touch  with  as  many  expectant  mothers  as  possible. 

A great  deal  of  unnecessary  discomfort  and  ill-health  is 
borne  by  sensitive  women  who  have  a mistaken  belief  that 
such  suffering  is  an  inevitable  accompaniment  of  childbirth. 

There  is  now  no  reason  why  such  suffering  should  con- 
tinue, because  opportunity  is  given  for  free  private  consulta- 
tions with  the  physicians  of  the  Scheme,  at  the  Clinic,  for  all 
mothers.  The  best  time  for  this  is  about  six  weeks  after 
childbirth. 


ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC,  1947. 

.Seven  hundred  and  seven  patients  attended  the  Ante- 
natal Clinic  attached  to  the  Maternity  Home  and  made  2784 
attendances  during  1947. 

Three  hundred  and  seventy-two  pat’ents  were  examined 
by  their  own  doctors  under  the  Maternal  Care  Scheme. 


One  hundred  and  ten  patients  w^ere  examined  Post-natally 
by  doctors. 

I again  repeat  the  need  for  emphasis  on  the  value  of 
Post-natal  examinations.  At  the  present  time  too  great  a 
difference  exists  between  the  number  of  Ante-natal  examina- 
tions and  Post-natal  examinations. 
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Of  the  741  notified  births,  300  were  delivered  in  the 
Christiana  Hartley  Maternity  Home,  and  269  in  the  Langroyd 
Hall  Maternity  Home. 

Patients  admitted  to  Langroyd  Hall,  receive  Ante-Natal 
care  under  the  West  Riding  scheme. 

ANCILLARY  SERVICES. 

Special  services  have  been  made  available  such  as  those 
of  a Consultant,  a Dentist,  a Midwife  t - act  as  a Maternity 
Nurse,  X-Ray  examinations.  Laboratory  and  Ambulance.  In 
necessitous  cases,  milk,  etc.,  may  be  granted. 

(ii)  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MOTHERS 

OR  CFIILDREN. 


THE  CHRISTIANA  HARTLEY  MATERNITY  HOME, 

BARROWFORD  ROAD. 

The  Christiana  Hartley  Maternity  Home  and  Ante-natal 
Clinic  in  Barrowford  Road,  now  serves  ihe  Borough  of  Colne 
and  the  neighbouring  districts  of  the  County  of  Lancaster. 

The  accommodation  available  consists  of  fourteen  mat- 
ernity beds  and  two  isolation  beds.  The  Maternity  block 
contains  two  labour  wards,  sterilization  room,  nursery,  and 
duty  room.  There  is  also  an  Ante-natal  Clinic,  Observation 
Block,  Kitchen  and  Laundry. 

The  accommodation  in  the  Home  has  been  very  fully 
occupied.  It  ap-pears,  from  the  number  of  applicants  refused 
admission,  to  fall  short  of  the  actual  need. 

Experience  has  shown  the  need  for  additional  single  rooms 
for  the  proper  nursin.^  of  special  types  of  cases,  e.g.,  difficult 
labours,  post  eclampsia,  heart  conditions,  caesarean  section 
and  premature  births,  and  particularly  for  the  provision  of 
Ante-natal  beds. 

PREMATURE  INFANTS. 

Premature  infants  are  retained  in  the  Maternity  Home 
until  their  progress  is  equal  to  that  of  a child  born  at  full 
term  pregnancy.  Thereafter  bi-weekly  visits  are  made  by  the 
Health  Visitors.

It  will  be  seen  by  the  figures  quoted  abow  that  the  Clinic  has  been 
in  full  use  throughout  the  year.  Sessions  are  held  bi-weekly  on 
Wednesday  and  Eriday  afternoons  for  patients  seeking  admission  to  the 
Home.  In  addition,  sessions  are  held  on  Monday  afternoons  by  the 
.Municipal  Midwives.  On  other  weekdays  the  Physicians  of  the  .Maternal 
Care  Scheme  hold  sessions  which  are  specially  arranged. 

The  Clinic  is  situated  to  the  East  of  the  main  building  of  the  Home, 
from  which  it  is  entirely  separate.  'I’he  accommodation  consists  of 
Waiting  Room  and  Sanitary  .Accommodation,  Dressing  Cubicles, 
Laboratory  and  two  Consulting  Rooms.

DAY  NURSERY. 

On  the  ist  .April,  194.6,  the  100^  (lovernment  Grant  for  War-time 
Nurseries  was  di.scontinued.  The  Day  Nursery  Committee  being  satisfied 
that  there  was  a continued  and  increasing  demand  for  existing  facilities 
very  wisely  decided  to  continue  the  war-time  arrangements  under 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  powers. 

'I'he  present  Nursery  in  North  Valley  Road  accommodates  41 
children  0-5  years,  and  the  Nursery  has  been  fully  occupied  throughout 
the  year. 

The  number  on  the  waiting  li.^t  clearly  indicates  the  urgent  need 
for  additional  space. 

f laving  regard  to  the  economic  situation  and  the  consequent  need 
for  more  women  to  enter  industry  increased  facilities  for  the  care  of 
children  in  Day  Nurseries  is  essential.  All  possible  steps  are  being  taken, 
therefore,  to  provide  increased  accommodation,  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
an  extension  of  the  present  nursery  will  be  carried  out  during  1948. 

I'he  table  below  indicates  the  usefulness  of  the  service  and  the  need 
for  immediate  extension.

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1.  (i)  WATER. 

I'he  tt)vvn’s  water  supply  is  ubtaincd  from  a catchment 
area  of  780  acres  near  at  hand  on  Emmott  Moor.  The 
Laneshaw  Reservoir  has  a capacity  of  75  million  gallons. 

The  reservoir  is  well  situated,.  858  feet  above  Ordnance 
Datum. 

Corn  Close  Borehole,  with  pumping  plant,  was  completed 
in  1937.  The  capacity  of  the  borehole  is  40,000  gallons  per 
hour. 

The  supply  is  adequate  and  of  excellent  quality,  giving 
satisfactory  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis.  49  bact- 
eriological and  10  chemical  analyses  were  made  of  filtered 
water. 

During  1942  chlorination  plant  was  installed  in  the  Lane- 
shaw Filter  House  for  treating  both  the  low  level  and  high 
level  supplies. 

Filtration  is  carried  out  by  Bell  and  Candy  Mechanical 
Preserve  Filters.

(ii)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

There  are  approximately  40  miles  ot  sewers  within  the 
area. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  arrangements  for  sewage  disposal  are  concentrated 
at  the  Sewage  Purification  Works  in  Burnley  Road.  The 
plant  and  methods  of  treatment  have  again  been  satisfactory 
during  the  year,  and  no  complaints  of  nuisance  have  been 
received.  The  standard  has  been  maintained  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Lancashire  Rivers  Board.  A small  laboratory 
has  been  set  up  for  the  testing  of  sewage  and  effluents. 

The  extension  of  the  sewerage  system  to  those  areas 
where  a water  supply  is  available  and  septic  tanks  exist, 
would  be  a scheme  worthy  of  consideT'ation,  if  the  public 
health  is  to  be  regarded. 

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  Lancashire  Rivers  Board  is  responsible  for  the  super- 
vision and  protection  of  the  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area. 
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Report  furnished  by  A,  FORTUNE,  M.S.T.A,,  Senior 
Sanitary  lnsi)ector,  under  Article  27  of  the  Sanitary 
Officers  outside  (London)  Regulation,  1935. 

(i)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

There  were  71  pail  closets  and  41  tanks  or  privies  still  in 
use  in  the  area  at  the  end  of  the  year.  In  most  of  these 
instances  there  is  an  adequate  supply  of  water,  but  no  sewer 
availalde.  Conversions  to  the  water  carriage  system  would 
necessit<ite  the  provision  of  a septic  tank,  but  due  caution 
should  be  taken  before  installations  of  these  are  carried  out 
to  ensure  that  land  and  ditches  are  not  fouled  by  the  effluents 
therefrom. 


The  conversion  of  35  waste-water  closets  into  fresh  water 
dosets  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  under  reveiw. 

the  Corporation  grant  of  £3  per  conversion  has  been  con- 
tinued.

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Refuse  is  collected  from  bins  at  houses  and  other  build- 
ing's, and  is  transported  in  four  Karrier  Bantam  refuse  col- 
lection vehicles.  A horse  and  cart  is  hired  for  short  journeys 
and  a Highways  Department  wagon  is  used  for  relief  work. 

Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  a Karrier  Motor  Sweep- 
er and  collectors,  working  on  the  “ beat  ” system  with 
“ Orderly  ” trucks. 

Gullies  are  emptied  by  a “ Karrier  ” Mechanical  Gully 
Emptier. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  a four-cell  furnace  of  the 
top-feed  type  at  the  Destructor  Works  and  by  controlled 
tipping. 

A Salvage  Scheme  has  been  in  operation  since  1940,  and 
up  to  the  end  of  March,  1948,  4534  tons  of  material  at  a 
value  of  £15,665  had  been  recovered  and  sold. 

Kitchen  waste  is  sold  raw  for  agricultural  use  and  is 
heat-treated  by  the  customer  before  being  used  as  animal 
food. 

A steam  disinfecting  plant  is  installed  at  the  Destructor 
Works  for  the  sterilisation  of  bedding  and  clothing,  etc. 

Pail  closets  are  emptied  by  Colne  Corporation  at  the 
owner’s  request.

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RODENT  CONTROL 

Forty-two  inspections  were  made  to  alleged  rat  infested 
premises  by  Sanitary  Inspectors.  The  technique  advised  by 
the  Ministry  of  Food  is  carried  out  in  all  cases  of  infestation. 

During  the  year  643  visits  were  made  by  the  Rodent 
Operative  to  21  infested  premises.  After  poisoning  process 
109  bodies  were  picked  up  by  the  operative  and  it  is  estimated 
1132  rats  were  destroyed. 

Treatment  of  the  public  sewer  system  was  carried  out  in 
accordance  with  Ministry  of  Food  recommendations.  Two 
initial  and  one  maintenance  treatment  were  successfully  car- 
ried out  and  a further  maintenance  treatment  will  be  under- 
taken before  March  31st,  1948. 

The  Sewage  and  Destructor  Works  were  treated  in  con- 
junction with  the  maintenance  treatment  of  the  sewers. 

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

There  were  no  visits  paid  during  the  year  to  this  type 
of  dwelling. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  registered  common  lodging  houses  within 
the  Borough. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  offensive  trades  carried  out  in  Colne  are: — 

Gut  Scraper  1;  Tallow  Melter  1.  Tripe  Boiler  1;  Tanner  3; 
Fellmonger  1 ; Leather  Dressers  2. 

Forty-nine  inspections  were  made  of  offensive  trades 
and  marine  stores.  These  businesses  have  been  carried  on 
without  complaint  during  the  year. 

(iv)  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES. 

Four  hundred  and  forty-six  inspections  were  made  to 
shops.  Instructions  were  given  to  98  shopkeepers  with  re- 
gard to  their  obligations  under  the  Shops  Acts.  Eight  in- 
formal notices  were  served  with  reference  to  sanitary  con- 
veniences, 
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A number  of  shop  temperatures  recorded  during  the  win- 
ter were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

CLOSING  OF  SHOPS. — Forty-six  general  inspections 
were  made  after  closing  hours,  and  it  was  noted  that  the 
regulations  were  being  observed.

(vi)  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-four  observations  were  made 
and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  serve  any  Statutory  Notices. 

In  spite  of  poor  quality  coal,  and  the  burning  of  scrap 
rubber  during  the  extreme  shortage  of  fuel,  where  offences 
were  committed  due  regard  was  given  to  the  advice  of  the 
de])artment  to  minimise  the  emission  of  dense  smoke.  Con- 
sequently the  necessity  for  statutory  action  did  not  arise. 

(vii)  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  no  privately  owned  swimming  baths  or  pools 
open  to  the  public.  The  Corporation  owns  Public  Baths 
and  Swimming  Pools,  which  were  opened  in  1909. 

They  consist  of  the  following: — 

An  adult  swimming  pool,  children’s  swimming  pool, 
shower  and  foot  baths,  with  dressing  cubicles,  sanitary 
accommodation,  and  seats  for  spectators.  There  is  also  a 
series  of  medicated  baths. 

(viii)  ERIDICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

Private  houses  are  inspected  and  di.<;infested  upon  com- 
plaint of  infestation  from  the  owner  or  occupier. 

In  cases  of  infestation,  all  wallpaper  is  stripped,  prior  to 
spraying  the  walls,  floors  and  ceilings  with  Zaldecide  fluid 
twice  within  fourteen  days.  All  defective  plasterwork  is 
then  made  good. 

Four  houses  were  reported  and  dealt  wdth  as  outlined 
above,  and  13  houses  were  treated  with  Vermoose  insecticide 
on  account  of  vermin  other  than  bugs.

One  hundred  and  three  inspections  were  rnade  of  the 
milk  producing  farms  within  the  Borough  in  addition  to  fre- 
quent visits  to  milkshops  and  dairies. 

One  owner  undertook  (voluntarily)  structural  improve- 
ments to  his  farm  buildings,  including  provision  of  new  floors, 
additional  light,  rendering  of  walls  and  drainage  improve- 
ments.

The  dismissal  by  the  magistrates  of  six  of  the  above 
summonses  is  a matter  of  considerable  concern  and  a report 
on  cases  Nos.  6 to  9 was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

It  has  been  the  practice  to  require  the  provision  of  a 
suitable  dairy  at  all  milk  producing  farms,  and  the  dismissal 
of  case  No.  6 will  lead  to  difficulty  in  securing  similar  pro- 
vision in  the  future. 


The  decision  on  case  No.  7 was  due  to  the  Court  accept- 
ing as  a “ covered  receptacle  ” a milk  kit  in  the  neck  of  which 
was  placed  a sieve. 

The  Court  visited  the  farm  in  question  during  an  adjourn- 
ment and  the  effect  of  the  Court’s  decision  in  cases  8 and  9 
is  the  acceptance  of  an  uneven  flagged  floor  as  a floor  com- 
plying with  the  requirements  of  Article  25  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Order.  The  Court  did  recommend  that  the  joints 
of  the  shippon  flags  should  be  pointed.

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ICE  CREAM. 


There  were  10  manufacturers  of  this  commodity  in  the 
Rorough  at  the  commencement  of  the  year.  Their  premises 
were  all  insj^ected  in  detail  following  the  issue  of  the  Ice 
Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations  in  April,  1947. 


It  was  found  that  all  manufacturers  were  using  the  hot 
mix  method.  In  one  case  the  premises  were  not  considered 
suitable  for  the  pur])ose  and  the  manutacturer  was  advised 
to  seek  alternative  accommodation.  Of  the  remaining  nine 
manufacturers,  one  was  satisfactory  without  alteration  and 
the  remaining  eight  were  supplied  with  detailed  specifications 
which  involved  a minimum  provision  of  two  rooms : — 


(a)  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream. 


(b)  for  the  washing  and  sterilization  of  equipment. 


Roth  rooms  to  be  separate  and  distinct  from  any  living 
accommodation  and  not  used  for  any  other  purpose.  Hot 
and  cold  water  was  obtained  in  every  case  bv  fitting  gas 
geysers  in  room  (b)  over  white  glazed  sinks,  in  addition  to 
gas  boilers  for  the  boiling  of  utensils. 


The  specification  followed  the  best  dairy  practice  in  res- 
pect of  walls,  floors,  ceilings  and  windows. 


Ry  the  end  of  1947  three  manufacturers  had  completed 
their  specification  and  the  remaining  five  were  negotiating 
for  building  licences. 


SAMPLE  RESULTS. 

Eighteen  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  submitted  during 
the  year  for  Methylene  Blue  and  R.Coli  tests.  Of  these  11 
were  satisfactory  and  7 unsatisfactory. 
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MEAT. 

From  January,  1940,  the  Ministry  of  Food  took  over  the  Public 
Abattoir  as  a slaughtering  centre  for  Colne,  Nelson,  Barrowford,  I'rawden 
and  P'orilridge.  The  W.M.S.A.  also  use  the  Abattoirs  as  a Depot  for 
the  distribution  of  imported  meat.

Section  F. 

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

I.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-nine  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  noti- 
fied during  the  year,  138  of  these  being  Measles  and  44  Whooping 
Cough,  which  were  notifiable  throughout  the  year.  20  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  were  notified,  these  being  of  a mild  type  generally. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  issued  as  required  to  general  practitioners  in 
the  area.  Stocks  are  available  at  the  Health  Department  and  the  Police 
Station. 

Smallpox. — The  Vaccinated  population  in  Colne  is  far  too  low.  It 
invites  a serious  state  of  affairs  should  an  epidemic  break  out.  I strongly 
recommend  parents  to  have  their  babies  vaccinated  as  early  as  possible 
after  birth.
